MUSSEL QUARANTINE ESTABLISHED 


On May 15 the State Board of Public Health estab- | 


lished a quarantine of all mussels, effective at once. 


This quarantine covers the coast area from the south- | 


ern boundary of Monterey County north to the Cali- 
fornia-Oregon boundary with the exception of the bay 
of San Francisco. | 

Under the provisions of this quarantine alae the 
sale or offering for sale of mussels gathered from the 
specified areas for the period May 15 to September 


30, 1935, is prohibited.
